In case of failure to till said offices 
at such election, or in case nny person elect- 
ed to either of said offices shall refuse to ac-

called Momlmho, which is the centre from 
v.'hich all measures relating to schools aud 
educational establishments emanate. Tho 
country is divided into eight "circles ot su- 
perior schools," iu each of which there is a 
higher academy. Each circle i« subdivided 
into

districts, 
each

sohool. None of these is to contain more 
than 130,000 inhabitants, whence it appears 


• that tho whole population amounts to little 


more than thirty-two millions of souls. 
Each district is again portioned out into 
"10 sections "of small schools," so that Iho 
wholo empire contains C3,7CO largo and 
small establishments of public instruction, 
which arc regularly visited liy inspectors, 
ten or twelve iu number, lor each district. 
They are named by the local authorities, 
and paid by them according to tho means at 
their disposal. 
Going to school is obliga- 


tory, unless instruction is given at home. 
Educational boards havo the schools under 
(heir control, issue the programmes, and 
exercise supervision over the inspectors. A 
good ata/f of teachers being ^roijuisito to 
carry on the uew system of instruction, 
which is entirely European, normal schools 
are to bo established, and thero U one al- 
ready at Tokei uear Beddo, under tho name 
of tihi-IIan-Gaklio, where twenty-five young 
man are taught English.
